Intensified Drive to Get Under the Hood 
May Be Needed to Reverse Trend

The percentage of motor oil sales to gasoline sales at 
oll company retail oullets continues downward 

This is shown in a survey just completed by NATIONAL 
PETROLEUM NEWS, covering the fall and winter months of 
three consecutive years. The current survey, combined 
with two previous surveys by NPN, shows the following 
national average ratios by six-month periods for the 
last three and a half years: (Fall and winter includes 
period from October through March, spring and summer 
from April through September. ) 


Fall-Winter 1946-47 1.83% 
Spring-Summer 1947 1.83% 
Fall-Winter 1947-48 1.87% 
Spring-Summer 1948 1.69% 
Fall-Winter 1948-49 1.59% 
Spring-Summer 1949 1.4% 
Fall-Winter 1949-50 1.49% 


Twenty-five companies, including all but four of the 
major oil companies, submitted information for these sur 
veys to NPN on a confidential basis. In compiling national 
and district averages, replies were weighted according 
to the volume of sales of each participating company. Com- 
panies were asked to report only on sales through retail 
outlets (dealer, lessee and company-operated) with com- 
mercial and wholesale business excluded 

In making the survey, NPN divided the country into 
the five districts used by the Petroleum Administration 
for War. Boundaries of the districts are shown in the 
map on the front cover 

The percentage for fall-winter 1949-50 was the lowest 
recorded in the seven periods covered by NPN's survey 
The district percentages also were the lowest ever re 
corded for the fall-winter period 

The 25 participating companies submitted a total of 
42 district reports in the current survey. Included in the 
25 companies are four Independent jobbers who keep de 
tailed records on their motor oil-gasoline ratios. One of 
the four jobbers had the highest ratio in the entire sur 
vey. Another had the lowest ratio in his district 

Fourteen of the 42 district reports showed increase 
Eight were in District 2, four in District 3. two in D 
trict 4. No company in either District 1 or District 5 im 
proved its motor oil ratio between fall-winter 1948-49 and 
1949-50

ket by such strong-arm methods. Tac- 
tics of this kind are of themselves an 
admission of market domination 

“Finally, why is there always a 
running battle on prices and margins 
between the suppliers on the one 
hand, and the jobbers and distributors 
on the other? 

“Let's run over some of the fac- 
tors that contribute to this situation. 

“The actual product costs of the 
various suppliers in each territory 
vary widely and, as a result, the 
margin of profit of each supplier in 
each part of his far-flung area of 
distribution varies widely 

“Posted prices are therefore a com- 
promise by trial and error between 
the interests of the high and low-cost 
marketers in each territory 

“Statewide tank wagon prices in- 
volve compromises that are difficult 
to rationalize in the local territories 

“Correction of unsound price condi- 
tions can never come about by nego- 
tiation, but only after trial and er- 
ror by individual competitors 

“Extremely active competition on 
products of comparatively equivalent 
quality necessitates close conformity 
in the posted prices of the various 
suppliers 

“Variations in quality might justify 
price differentials between various 
brands, but stabilization over the 
years on premium, house brand, and 
third-grade gasoline classifications 
makes it difficult for any marketer 
to establish any other level for his 
motor fuels 

“Local tank wagon postings should 
conform to prices posted at refineries 
and terminals, but active competition 
frequently lislocates the structure 
This results in unrealistic postings 
which are bound to cause inequities 

“No two jobbers or distributors 
have the same price problems. The 
only solution that is fair to both 
buyer and seller must be the result 
of mutual understanding and compro 
mise. Jobbers and distributors must 
not expect to buy at the low of the 
market at all times. Suppliers of high 
grade products are entitled to make 
a fair profit 

“Jobber and distributors, on the 
xther hand, are limited to one func- 
tion of an integrated industry, so 
that they are not sufficiently diversi- 
fied to take a loss in the marketing of 
any petroleum product over an ap- 
preciable period. Contract suppliers 
must always recognize this limitation 
and give protection, even at a loss 
to themselves 

“Should product of equivalent qual- 
ity be available from another source 
at a more favorable price on a spot 
basis, the jobber and distributor on 
contract, should occasionally be giv- 
en the option to take advantage of 
such an opportunity if his supplier 
does not care to meet the price 

“All of these negotiations call for 
a spirit of fair play on the part of 
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both buyer and seller. Amicable and 
equitable relations can only be main- 
tained by mutual confidence and un- 
derstanding built on a foundation of 
careful, frequent, prompt and co-op- 
erative analysis of conditions by both 
parties together P 

“These five ideas I have proposed 
may look to suppliers at first like 
radical changes in their relationship 
with jobbers and distributors in each 
of these suggestions 

“Where jobbers and distributors 
thrive, there is striking evidence of 
free competition, and there is local in- 
dustry leadership of great political 
significance 

“The Oil Industry Information Com- 
mittee program of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute, as we all know, 
is for the purpose of promoting and 
improving relations between the pub- 
lic and the oil business. This is vital, 
particularly, in this period of increas- 
ing federal control. Complaints and 
proceedings sponsored by the Depart- 
ment of Justice against some of the 
larger members of our industry are 
most detrimental to every member 
Nothing could affect public relations 
more adversely 

“Instead of a blind reaction of in- 
dignation against the government, 
maybe it would be well for the big 
fellows to go in for a little self-ap- 
praisal and consider some of the cur- 
rent criticisms expressed by associates 
in the industry 

“A more co-operative atmosphere 
and a spirit of mutual respect might 
work the miracle of dispelling some 
of the anxiety of the federal gov- 
ernment in the activities of the large 
ou companies.”

Waverly will continue to sell in 
dustrial oil and greases and produc« 
and sell crude oil Extent of its 
marketing activity and personne! 
changes as result of sale depend 
upon details to be worked out with 
Pennzoil 

Location of Waverly plant site on 
both Allegheny River (near junction 
with Ohio River) and Pennsylvania 
Railroad tracks solves distribution 
problems for Pennzoil. It had been 
shipping products from its Oil City 
refinery through the Waverly plant 
down the Ohio, and now plans in- 
creased storage at the plant
